LivERPOOL, March 16.—[By Cable and 
Associated Préss.] The police have 
been pursuing an inquiry into the dis- 
appearance of a woman and children 
who formerly lived at Rainhill, 
a part of Liverpool. The inquiry 
started in connectidi With the arrest 
at Melbourne, Australia, of a man 
named Williams, charged with murder- 
ing a woman there. This morning the 
hearthstone at the house where they 
formerly lived was raised and the bodies 
of the woman and _ three children, 
partly consumed by quicklime, were 
unearthed. 

4. plausible theory sprung from the 
discoveries. The further the affair is 
investigated the stronger grows the be- 
lief that Williams is none other than 
the world-known ‘Jack the Ripper.’’ 
Williams while a resident of Liverpool 
made frequent visits to London. The 
police have traced his movements be- 
tween the two places, and it has been 


-found that his visits to London corre- 


spond with the times the unfortunate 
women in the Whitechapel district 
were® found with their throats cut and 
bodies mutilated in the shocking man- 
ner which characterizes the crimes of 
the ‘‘Ripper.’’ They recalled the de- 
scription given the police of the appear- 
ance of the man seen in the company of 
several of the unfortunate women 
whose bodies were subsequently found 
lving in pools of blood in the streets of 
Whitechapel. This description tallies 
exictly with the appearance of Will- 
iams as given by people of Liverpool 
well acquainted with him. . 

The question who Williams really is 
and how he lives remains a mystery. 
When he first came to Raineville he was 
hail-fellow-well-met with the inhabi- 
tants, but never gave an inkling of his 
personal history. After he rented the 
villa an unknown ‘woman, with. chil- 
dren, arrived. Nobody saw them ar- 
rive or depart. About the same time 
another woman, who he said was his sis- 
ter, arrived and visited him at his hotel. 
She was seen twice and then also van- 
ished. After heing absent from the ho- 
tel all day he used frequently to return 
covered with dirt, expliining his ap- 
pearance by saying he had been putting 
new floors in his house, After living at 
the villa a few days he returned to the 
hotel, saying he chula not stop there; 
that his sister and the children had gone 
away and his plans were unsettled. 
The search for victims will be continued 
in the other roomstomorrow. The bru- 
tality of the murderer suggests the fe- 
rocity of ‘Jack the Ripper.’’ 

Williams was concerned in an attempt 
to obtain heavy damages for injury toa 
worthless picture in transit from Lon- 
don to St. Helena. He also unsuccess- 
fully tried to obtain introductions into 
good society.

The Indiana Reaches Libau with American 
Corn for Famished Kussians. 

Lipav (Russia,) March 16.—[By Ca- 
ble and Associated Press.| Early this 
afternoon a steamer was sighted off this 
port, heading in from the westward, 
and almost immediately afterward the 
flag of the United States could be dis- 
tinguished flying from the stern of the 
vessel. It was known then for a cer- 
tainty that the vessel was the Indiana, 
under command of Capt. Sargeant, 
which sailed from Philadelphia Febru- 
ary 22 with a cargo of flour and provi- 
sions for the relief of the famine suffer- 
ers in Russia. The Indiana soon en- 
tered the harbor, 


Soon after the news of the arrival of | 


the Indiana reached Libau the Russian 
cruiser Strasch, commanded by Capt. 
Davidoff, having on board K. M. Craw- 
ford, the American Consul at St. Peters- 
burg; Count Bribriniskiof, chief of the 
Famine Relief Committee; Bornholdt,. 
the American Consul at Riga; the pres- 
ident of the St. Petersburg boursé and 
other notable persons, proceeded out to 
welcome her. Flags were flying and 
the wharves were crowded with enthu- 
siastic people. The warship was fol- 


lowed by the steamer Concordia, which, 


had on board the bourse committee and 
a large number of guests. As the ves- 
sel neared the Indiana the military 
band played the ‘Star Spangled Ban- 
ner’’ and a salute was fired. The gen- 
tlemen from the Strasch and Concordia 
boarded the Indiana and speeches of 
welcome and thanks were made.

THE SUGAR TRUST. 
More Refineries Said to Have Passed 
Within Its Control, 

PHILADELPHIA, March 16.—|By the 
Associated Press.| The belief is gen- 
eral among business men here that the 
American Sugar Refining Company, 
commonly known as the ‘‘Sugar Trust,”’ 
is making extraordinary efforts to se- 
cure possesion of the three independent 
sugar refineries in this city with good 
chances of success. A _ well-informed 
gentleman says positively that in at 
least one instancea deal was practi- 
cally concluded. The three great Phil- 
adelphia sugar refineries, Spreckles's, 
Knight's and the Franklyn, have been a 
thorn in the side of the American Sugar 
Refining Companv for years. 

This corporation; whose capital prior 
to January of this year was $50,000,- 
000, has increased its capitalization 
to 875,000,000, and with this addition 
to its money power has redoubled its 
efforts to bring within its control all 
outstanding refineries. There were, it 
is understood, 3000 individual holders 
Pof trust stock before the increase in 
capitalization. The certificates paid 7 
per cent. interest on the. preferred and 
6 per cent. on the common stock. A 
of profit 3s of 1 cent per pound on sugar 
means $15,000,000 a year tothe Sugar 
Trust. The refiner who gaVe the infor- 
mation regarding the Sugar Trust and 
its plans said: ‘‘An arrangement will 
be effected, I believe, within a month if 
it is done at all, and it will bea grand 
combination of all the sugar-refining 
capital.**< 

A member of Knight’s sugar refinery 
says thatthe trust asked upon what 
terms they would allow the refinery to 
pass into the controlofthe trust. They 
did not say whether they would sell or 
not. President Harrison, of the Frank. 
lyn refinery, refused to speak regarding 
the reported absorption of the Franklyn 
by the trust. A gentleman who vouches 
information regarding the consolidation 
was reasonably sure that the Spreckels 
interests are includedinthe deal. The 
trust and Spreckelg are on good terms 
in San Francisco, he said, and quite 
recently its representatives were in- 
vestigating the Spreckels refinery here. 


LAND GRABBING. 
An Attempt to Gobble Thousands of Acres 


in Nebraska. 
O’Nem (Neb.,) March 16.—[By 
the Associated Press.] A _ gigantic 


attempt to capture 20,000 acres of land 
inthis county is in progress. One hun- 
dred and twenty men, under the leader- 
ship of Immigration Commissioner Stew- 
ard, of the Pacific Short Line, appeared 
this morning at the United States land 
office and attempted to file contests on 
120 quarter sections.

Sudden Termination ot a $50,000 
Damage Suit. 


Rube Daniels, the Negro Firebug, on 
Trial. 


The Flimsy Story Told by the De- 
fendant. 


Several Cases Dismissed by Judge Smith— 
Suit for Wages by a Servant Girl 
Won by the Plaintiff 
New Cases. 


In the United States Circuit Court 
yesterday morning the case of John T. | 
Mosher et ux. vs. E. F. Beale, an action 
to recover damages in the sum of $50,- 
000 alleged to have been sustained by 
Mrs. Nellie L. Mosher on December 6, 
1888, by being gored by a bull belong- 
ing to defendant, which had trespassed 
upon plaintiff's premises in Kern 
county, thereby causing her to have a 
miscarriage and partial paralysis of 
the spine, came up for trial before 
Judge Ross and a jury. 

After the jury had been empaneled, 
however, and part of the plaintiffs’ tes- 
timony heard, it was discovered that 
the wrong party had been sued, as the 
bull belonged to Mrs. Beale, whereupon 
the action was dismissed on motion of 
plaintiffs’ counsel at their costs. 

RUBE DANIELS ON TRIAL. 

The trial of the case against Rube 
Daniels, a colored janitor charged with 
arson, was commenced before Judge 
Smith yesterday morning, Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Diehl appearing for the 
prosecution and the defendant being 
represented by Messrs. C. C. Stephens 
and G. W. Glowner. 

The following jury was selected to 
try the case: D. L., Adams, I. C. Bar- 
ber, R. Barber, J. C. Cupningham, J. M. 
Clyman, B. Chubbic, F. Lambourn, J. G. 
Letelier, E. M. Millsap, A. B. Phillips, 
H. L. Pinney and S. Washburn. 

The following witnesses were exam- 
ined for the prosecution: <A. M. 
Stephens, Nettie and Bessie Bradley, J. 
G. Dalton, A. H. McGue, Leonard 
Schleger, J. P. Gores, Laura Clisbeth, 
S. P. Hensley, Dr. G. S. Murphy, R. A. 
Burnell, W. H. Auble and Philip New- 


From their testimony it was gathered 
that on November 16 lasta fire was 
discovered in one of the rooms in A. M. 
Stephens’ building, accupied as a lodg- 
ing-house on East First street, occupied 
by Mrs. Laura Chisbeth, a _ colored 
woman, and asthere was unmistakeable 
traces of arson the matter was reported 
to the police, who, upon investigation, 
traced the crime to Reuben Daniels, a 
colored janitor. Daniels was discov- 
ered shortly after the fire hiding be- 
tween some boxes, one of his legs hav- 
ing been broken by jumping out of the 
window of the room, presumably after 
he had fired the building. . 

The defendant, however, went on the 
witness stand in his own behalf and 
stated that instead of setting fire to 
the room he attempted to ‘extinguish 
the tiames, and while tearing down the 
curtains he slipped and fell throngh the’ 
window. He did not explain, however, 
why, in spite of his injury, he crawled 
away for several blocks from the scene 
of the fire and hid bebind the boxes, 
and, in brief, his story was so palpably 
thin as to leave little doubtin the minds 
of his hearers as to its truth. 

At the close of the testimony the 
matter was partially argued and will in 
all probability be submitted to the jury 
this morning. 

; SUIT FOR WAGES, 

In Department Six yesterday the case 
of Rosa E. Mauch vs. Mrs. Carrie How- 
ardetal., an action to recover the sum 
of $1560, alleged to be due forservices 
rendered by plaintiff as general house” 
servant for the period of nine years con- 
tinuously, came up for trial before 
Juuge McKinley and a jury yesterday 
rorning. 

Plaintiff alleged that in 1881 she was 
taken from the Sisters’ school at the 
age of 14 years into the employ of Mrs. 
Howard, as general housemaid. Her 
duties for the first four years were 
light, but when she was 19 years of age 
she was required to do harder work, 
and she continued in the service of her 
employers until December, 1890, con- 
tinuously. She frequently spoke to 
them about wages, and was informed 
that when she left their service she 
would be compensated. She therefore 
claimed $10 per month for the first four 
years and $20 per month for the re- 
maining five years. 

The defendants admitted that they 
had agreed to pay the girl for her ser- 
vices, but denied that the sum claimed 
was due to her. 

The matter was submitted to the jury 
at 5:50 o’clock and at 6:15 o’clock that 
body returned a verdict for plaintiff in 
the sum of $750, 

CASES DISMISSED. 

Judge Smith ordered yesterday morn- 
ing that the cases against Walter Hum- 
bert, Charles Dillon and W. C. Marshall 
be dismissed for the reason that the 
juvenile defendants had been committed 
to the Reform School at Whittier, and 
that against Alta Eckert, charged with 
an assault with a dead.y weapon, was 
dismissed on the ground that the évi- 
dence was insufficient to warrant her 
conviction.

The Water Contract of 1868. 
The various questions raised, or that 
may be raised. regarding different 
phases of the water question will not, 
it appears, be complicated by the ma- 
jority of the special Council Committee 
on Water Supply disputing the validity 


-of the City Water Company’s contract 


of 1868. 
The majority report of that com- 
mittee recognizes, all the way through. 
the validity of the contract of 1865. 
and admits the obligation of the city to 
buy the works in 1898. 

in the historical part of the report it 
cites the fact that, on July 20, 1868, 
the city entered into a contract with 
John S. Griffin, P. Beaudry and others.’ 
In consideration of certain covenants 
the city agreed ‘‘to deliver and concede 
to the said parties of the second part 
the exclusive use, control, posses- 
sion and management of the Los 
Angeles city water works, so called, 
together with all pipes,  fiumes, 


composing and appertaining to said 
water works in any manner whatsoever. 
with all the rights, easements and priv- 
leges and covenants [as described in a 
certain instrument of lease to Jean Louis 
Sansevaine! for the period of thirty 
years rom the signing and approval of 
the contract and ordinance.”’ 

The said first party (the city) cove- 


of the period of thirty years, they will 
pay tothe parties of the second part 
- th: value of the improve- 
ments made in and about and upon the 
said water works, in pursuance of this 
contract, the same to be determined by 
arbitration in case the parties cannot 
agree upon the value thereof. 

The city agrees to make no other 
ease, sale, contract, grant or franchise 
to any person ‘or persons, corporation or 
company, for the sale or delivery of wa- 
tertothe inhabitants of said city for 
domestic purposes during the continu- 
ance of this contract. 

The parties of the second part obli- 
gate themselves to return the water 
works to the city at the expiration of 
thirty years, ingcod order and condi- 
tion, reasonable wear and damage of 
the elements excepted, upon the pay- 
ment tothem of the value of the im- 
provements made after the approval of 
the contract. 

After quoting the contract at length 
and discussing the plans proposed by 
the City Engineer the report quotes the 
opigion of the City Attorney, in which 
he holds that: 

(7.) To allow the matter to rest 
until the expiration of the contract with 
the City Water Company in 1898 is 
unwise and, for many reasons, imprac- 
tical. The city should not, during the 
intervening time, be unprovided with 
water; and if it must at that time ac- 
quire the plant of this company it 
should at once proceed to place itself in 
a position to utilize this plant as part 
of a comprehensive system. _ 

The City Attorney advises the build- 
ing of head-works and reservoirs as 
soon as possible, so as to make the best 
use possible of the water companies’ 
plants. He thinks the most desirable 
plan is to acquire the City Water Com- 
pany’s plant by purchase if it can be 
had at a reasonable price. 

In the summing up he sets forth: 

B. Thatit (the city) owns proper 
rights-of-way and reservoir sites. 

C. Thatit has leased certain por- 
tions of the water to private companies. 

D. That, in the course of a few 
years, these leases will terminate. 

The committee thinks it advisable to 
adopt a general plan so that the city 
can decide what it will do with the city 
water works, providing they are ac- 
quired, or what is to be done if they 
are not acquired. | 

The committee thinks that the idea is 
not to be considered that the city is 
prohibited from building a system of 
water works of its own. 

The committee urges that the city is 


called upon to pay the value (not the 


wheels and other personal property | 


nants and agrees that, at the expiration | 


cost) of improvements at the expiration 
of the contract; that the value of the 
works deteriorates with use. - 

The: committee thinks that as the 
privilege of supplying water for irriga- 
tion is represented ‘as very valuable 
($600,000 a year) the City Water 
Company might well be relieved of the 
business of supplying water for domes- 
ticuse. The committee thinks that the 
City Water Company cannot be ex- 
pected to deal any more liberally at the 
expiration of the thirty-year lease than 
now. The report says: ‘‘There should 
be no attempt to ignore the rights of 
this or any other company, or to belit- 
tle the value of their property.’’ The 
recommendations are, in part, that a 
detailed schedule of property be se- 
cured from the water company, includ- 
ing everything which the city would be 
expected to purchase. That if the 
coinpany furnish such a statement the 
Council should, after due examination, 
offer to purchase the property and 
plant at a reasonable price. 

The majority report having thus 
plainly and repeatedly recognized and 
acknowledged the validity of the con- 
tract of 1868 there can ,be no legal 
controversy raised over that instru- 
ment by the supporters of the plan of 
Councilmen Innes and Rhodes, signers 
of the majority report. The decision 
of the matter will consequently go off 
on other points.

Republicans interrupted Mr. Bryan 
with a number of knotty questions favor- 
ing their side, but the manner in which 
they were parried showed the speaker 
to be cool and collected. He was down 
for two hours, but the House gave him 
a third and wanted him to keep on.

RAILWAY RATES. 


The Atchison in a Dilemma Between Two 
Judges’ Orders. 

Cuicaco, March 16.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.| On the petition of the 
Wichita Board 6f Trade, United States 
District Judge Rivers has granted a 
temporary injunction against the Atch- 
ison, Missouri Pacific and St. Louis and 
San Francisco roads, restraining them 
from taking out the rates on sugar. cof- 
fee, beans and canned goods ordered 
into effect by the Kansas Railroad Com- 
missioners. Between this decision and 
that of the Atchison county judge re- 
straining them from putting the same 
rates into effect the railroads are in a 
dilemma. To obey Judge Rivers’s order 
they will be compelled to put the Com- 
missioners’ rate into effect today, yet 
cannot do so legally, the law requiring 
them to issue tariffs and file them with 
the Interstate Commission at least 
three days before they can be made 
effective. 

Advices were received today that at 
the meeting of steamship agents at New 
York a definite agreement was reached 
to reduce the commissions charged 
Western roads on immigrant business to 
$8 from Chicago to California and $5 
to Colorado points. This action is the 
result, itis said, of fear of the Atchi- 
son’s threat to reduce rates west of the 
Missouri River. This would deprive 
them of all commissions on business un- 
less commissions were voluntarily re- 
duced. 


RELATIONS WITH ITALY. 


A Report That Mihister Porter Will Re- 
turn to Rome. 

WasHineton, March 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| It is learned semi- 
officially that arrangements have been 
made for ‘the reéstablishment of full 
diplomatic relations between the United 
tates and Italy on the same basis as 
existed before the New Orleans inci- 
dent. Gen. Porter, Minister to Italy, 
who has been in this country over three 
months, has been ordered to return to 
Rome.

Emi- 


The Excursion Yesterday an 
nent Success. 
Over 400 Visitors from Los Angeles 
and Other Points, 


Transfer of the New Depot Building 
to the Railroad Company. 


Interesting Exercises in Connection with 
the Event—Something About Perris 
and the Wonderfal Development 
of Town and Country. 


The excursion over the Santa Fé to 
Perris in the San Jacinto Valley yester- 
day was an eminent success, both as to 
numbers and the gratification ex- 
perienced by the visitors. The pro- 
gramme was arranged by Mr. J. W. 
Nance, the banker, real-estate broker 
and active worker for the Perris Valley 
Irrigation District. The visitors were 
taken from San Bernardino in a special 
train, and returned to Los Angeles in 
the same way. 

The Temecula Cafion branch of the 
Southern California Railway enters the 
San Jacinto Valley at Box Springs sta- 
tion, near the point where the supply 
mains of the Bear Valley Irrigation 
Company enter the valley. Eight years 
ago the writer passed over the naked 
‘“‘San Jacinto plains,’’ which were then 
given up to sheep grazing. Yesterday 
he traversed, the same dine of rail- 
road, a garden forty miles long by five 
miles in width, the whole of it under 
cultivation. From the car windows 
could be seen forty-one new residences 
in course of construction, and probably 
fifty miles of ditches ready for the water 
pipes which are to convey the water 
from the great mains ofthe Bear Valley 
Irrigation Company to the 450,000 
acres of cultivatable lands in the San 
Jacinto Valley. 

THE PERRIS IRRIGATION DISTRICT. 

This district lies south of the lands of 
the Bear Valley Company; in fact, it 
begins where the mains of,the Bear 
Valley Company cross the San Diego 
county line. At this point the Perris 
Irrigation District connects its mains 
with the Bear Valley mains, from which 
corporation the irrigation district pro- 
cures its supply of water. The amount 
of water purchased is 1050 miner’s 
inches—enough to irrigate every acre 
of landinthe district. As every one 
knows, the water is the melted snow 
from the San Bernardino Mountains, 
and is as pure as it.can be, owing to the 
fact that it is piped the entire distance 
ander heavy pressure. The advantage 
of the system is that the water is avail- 
able for domestic use; in the streets of 
Perris and at the farm houses it can be 
thrown a distance of 150 feet through 
an ordinary fire hose, It is probably 
the only agricultural district in the 
world where the country residents can 
have fire pressure in the water supply 
of their houses and barns. Until the 
principal and interest of the bonds are 
paid the cost per acre, including do- 
mestic and barn supply, is only $2.80 

r year, and when the debt is paid 
the cost will be less than 40 cents per 
acre per year.

can boast of more and better conve- 
niences than any place of its size and 


agein the country. When the train 


drew up at the new brick depot the ex- 
cursionists, numbering nearly three 
hundred from Los Angeles and perhaps 
a hundred from other points, were 
greeted with the music of a very good 
brass band, behind which stood the Re- 
€eption Committee, consisting of Mmes. 
Plimpton, Patterson, Elder, Hoak, 
Gygeraud Nance. Therailway officials, 
to whom the depot was to be trans- 
ferred, were conducted by Messrs. 
Wise, Knight and Nance to the recep- 
tion-room, where a most appropriate 
address of welcome was delivered by 
Mrs. Plimpton, during which she handed 
the keys of the building to Messrs. 
Perris and Tincher, as representatives 
of the railway company. The ladies 
asked that the railroad company give 
sufficient ground around the depot for a 
park. Mr. Tincher, who is a susceptible 

oung bachelor, was so enthusiastic that 

e practically pledged the management 
to grant the request. 

After the speech-making the visitors 
adjourned to the Perris House, where 
they enjoyed an excellent dinner, and 
were then taken incarriagesand driven 
to points of interest in the vicinity, 
mainly the irrigation lines, the fruit 
and olive orchards, and the grain fields; 
some visiting the gold mines, which are 
only a few miles distant. 

The great points of attraction were 
the wonderfully rich soil, the orange 
trees, which bear no evidence of wind- 
storms or frost, and the system of irri- 
gation. Perhaps no more just and 
truthful summary could be made of the 
conditions existing at Perris than the

No sig- 
natures were placed on the pledge, but the 
interviews, a memberof the committee 
told the reporter, were so satisfactory that 
it was decided not to place a second ticket 
in the field. 

* This result — reasonably have been 
anticipated. Itis hard for one party to 
draw upa —— which the other party 
will sign, Furthermore it is not putting it 
too strongly to say that nine-tenths of the 
citizens are satisfied with the present Coun- 
cil’s interpretation of the liquor problem 
and have sufficient confidence in the men 
placed in nomination last week to trust to 
their integrity and interest in the welfare 
of the community to keep saloons out of 
Pasadena without exacting any sort ofa 
pledge from them.

There is a paper published at Manchester, 


N.H., known as the Weekly Union. Its 
issue. of. February 24 contains some sur- 
prising statements about the almost-forgot- 
ten Salton Lake, whichitis said was sent 
out from Pomona by special dispatch. ~ 

Here is a sample: ‘The effect of the 
Salton Lake on the climate of Southern 
California is agitating the people of that 
State. The creation of the new inland sea 
early last year was followed by the hottest 
summer experienced by the present genera. 
tion. In Los Angeles county the tempera- 
ture reached 120°, and. nearer the Salton 
region the heat was even more intense. 
;The freezing weather of last December, 
which damaged the orange and lemon crops 
‘and caused great injury to nursery stocks, 
might not have been experienced had not 
the desert gulf-bed been filled by the water 
of the Colorado River. It seems probable 
that the Salton Lake may also be the cause 
of an exceptionally heavy rainfall this sea- 
son and of recent peculiar phenomena... . 
The belief is general that the Salton Lake 
is destined to modify the climate of its re- 
gion. Shouldthis be the casé, the semi- 
‘tropical horticultural interests of the State 
would be in serious danger. Citrus fruits 
cannot be profitably grown if the cold is to 
be as great as the past December.”’

Necessity of a Sewer System for 
Santa Ana.. 


Two Propositions Submitted by the 
City Engineer. 


An Outfall to Newport Bay and a 
Sewer Farm. 


The Park Agitation—Further Particulars 
About the Saloon Robbéry— Weeting 
of the Anaheim Trustees—The 
New City Hall.

The report of the City Engineer, filed 
some time ago, raises a subject of the ut- 
most importance to this town. The con- 
struction of a sewer system Is closely linked 
with the present welfare and tuture growth 
of our city. Statistics show this city to 
have one of the lowest death rates in the 
State, but without such sanitary improve- 
ment she may well fear the loss of this 
fame, a loss she can ill afford. 

Two methods of sewerage are suggested, 
both feasible and of equal efficacy, but 
widely differing in cost and desirability : 

One, an outfall drainage by an eighteen- 
inch pipe into ‘the head of Newport Bay, 
about three miles distant, to cost about 
$75,000. For this system the strong argu- 
ments are its permanency; stability; a 
remote sewage deposit, securing to the 
town an untainted sea breeze; its capacity, 
being sufficient for a population of 30,000, 
and the ease and cheapness with which it 
may be maintained. 

The other plan proposed is a sewage 
farm, and the lone fact favoring it is its 
cheapness. It can be located only to wind- 
ward of the city, and however forcibly ex- 


‘periment may show a total lack,of danger 


from such a farm, the majority of peo- 
ple are uncertain of the truth of 
this and are loath to risk the slightest 
doubt. Such a farm would cost about 
$30,000. but it is doubtful whether, 
through damage to neighboring property, 
it could be established for half as much 
more, and it may be that,the menace to 
the town's well-being, due to the popular 
though erratic belief that these dumps 
breed disease, would eventually prove more 
costly than a more expensive plant. 

The enterprise is still in the first stages 
of agitation, and seems to linger there long 
and to act feebly, which is surprising when 
one notes the alacrity with which the citi- 
zens usually allay public wants. An imme- 
diate need and a careful concern for the 
future urge an active discussion of this 
subject, thatthe former may be satisfied 
and a rosy prospect assured to the latter. 

A PUBLIC PARK. 

The clamor for a public park seems to 
havesomewhat subsided, to the regret of 
its agitators. Thata park is desirable all 
concede, but many oppose the purchase of 
one who would gladly favor maintaining it 
if donated. Didthey try, might they not 
see that if a private citizen profitably holds 
in idleness land available for such a pur- 
pose, the city might do so as well, and find 
ample recompense in increased prestige 
abroad, brougnt her by the industry such 
an enterprise bespeaks, andin the growth 
of population such industry invites? 

._ THE SALOON ROBBERY.
